Some of you have expressed interest in how my inverted Y (elevated vertical) 
for backpacking works. Here's a preliminary report. 


I decided to do a dry run with my backpack ham shack this evening in the 
back yard for Spartan Sprint. (BTW, everything fits in a single gallon 
Ziploc bag--the Sierra, mini paddle, NiCd pack, antenna, and string--weighs 
in at 3 lbs). Incidentally, I built a new antenna this afternoon using 30 ft 
of RG174 as feedline and 26 AWG teflon wire for the elements. Very 
lightweight compared to the RG58 I was using before. 


Anyway, the whole works was on the air ten minutes after opening the bag. 
The antenna takes about 5 minutes to put up--exactly what I was looking for. 
Once the contest started, I bagged 17 contacts on 20m in the first 85 
minutes. Signals varied--AA7QU practically blew my ears off, and N2CQ was 
coming in well from NJ. The shorter stuff wasn't working as well--TX was 
tough, but CA was doing well. The noise level was up a bit compared to my 
G5SRV. The limiting factor tonight, though, was available signals. I worked 
everyone I could copy, but spent a few minutes between contacts hunting for 
new blood. But overall I felt that this was a perfectly serviceable antenna 
and it better meets my needs for casual operating in the field. I'll still 
use my inverted vee for Field Day, though. 


I knocked off before the sprint was finished so I could take things down in 
the remaining light. Ten minutes was all it took to take down the antenna 
and stow everything. 


Thanks to all of you who have expressed interest in the proceedings, or 
wrote me with your own favorite antenna configuration for the field. Hope 
this has been of value to you.

I have passed thru the Off Center Fed stuff. I prefer the control 
given by feeding a dipole at the center with a high impedance balanced 
line. The line most available is from Amateur Electronic Supplies (AES) in 
the USA and consists of #418 solid copper line moulded into a ribbon. 
Handles 100 watts easy. 


Bring the ribbon close to your radio and feed to a 4:1 balun that 
you can get as a kit for $30. This makes the impedance more like 100 ohms 
and unbalanced. Feed this to your radio via an antenna tuner. It will tune 
every Ham Radio and, for that matter every frequency almost from 3.5 to 30 
MHz. 


I have just one wire antenna. I expect it to load and radiate on 
all frequencies. In fact I have a business band frequency near 4.5 MHz 
that I use with this antenna. It works better than the professional 
antennas...:-)

Definitely NOT true as a general case. See LB'Ss page, 
www.cebik.com, where he gives the impedances (at the antenna) 
for the different bands. Then you have to transform these 


impedances through the length of transmission line that 
xyoux use. It would only be an accident if the impedance 
happened to be 400 ohms (at one frequency only) at the 
shack end of the transmission line. 


To say it more simply, the impedance in the shack is NOT the 
same as the characteristic impedance of the transmission line! 
(Unless the line is terminated in its characteristic impedance, 
which in this case, it is not.) 


Baluns aren't a magic fix. They are for specific purposes, 
and in my opinion, this isn't one of them. You'll do 

far better with a balanced antenna "tuner". A Z-match is 
easy to make, even available as a kit, and old Johnson 
Matchboxes are around for a reasonable price.

I'm generally not a big fan of the Shack, preferring to do my parts shopping 
at Digikey and Dan's mostly, but I ran out of T37-6's and was surprised to 
find that rs.com has them, not surprisingly at about twice the price of 
Dan's (although their prices on ferrites aren't all that bad). But they can 
get them to me in less than half the time, so in a pinch... 


Well, I don't want to go crazy buying overpriced toroids, but I figured I 
ought to poke around and see whether the Shack has anything else that might 
make an order worthwhile, and I ran across a few items that were pretty 
interesting to QRP homebrewers...

Then you have to transform these 
impedances through the length of transmission line that 
xyoux use. It would only be an accident if the impedance 
happened to be 400 ohms (at one frequency only) at the 

shack end of the transmission line.

The 
function of the 4:1 balun is to convert from balanced to unbalanced and 
bring the feedline impedance down by a factor of 4.

I'm going to redo this so there is no error. I have this antenna up at my 
house and it works just great on every frequency I've tried it on between 
3.5 and 30 MHz. 


It's 138 feet of wire fed in the center by 400 ohm ribbon. It's in 
an inverted V form. The ribbon line goes between the antenna and to a 
point 8 feet from my MFJ 941C antenna tuner. There I have a 4:1 balun and 
rg-213 50 ohm coax goes from the balun, through a hole in the wall to the 
antanna tuner. RG-213 goes from the antenna tuner to the Ten Tec Argonaut 
509. 


I've used this antenna both at home and while camped out in my 
trailer. I will be at the Fort Tuthill hamfest this month at the AZ 
ScQRPions area with this antenna mounted 22 feet high. I clain it will 
load on any frequency and radiate well. Come by and prove I am wrong.

The best wire antenna that I have used so far is 178 feet long, fed at 
the center with 450 ohm ladderline, terminating in to a 1:1 choke balun 
and 8 feet of RG8 coax to the MFJ-989 tuner. With it I can load up on 


all bands 10 thru 160 meters, and I get better signal reports on 80 with 
it than I did my 80 meter dipole ! This antenna is two 5/8 wavelength on 
40 meters and is aprox 3db gain on that band with more gain as frequency 
increases. I guess the reason it does so well on 80 is because it is a 
little larger than an 80 meter dipole with slightly more gain - ALL I 
KNOW IS THAT IT WORKS !!! If I had the room, I would put up twice this 
length ! The only thing I can think of that would be better, would be a 
160 meter full wave loop - but I haven't tried one myself yet. I would 
like to hear more about the OCF dipole - such as dimensions and type of 
feed, but please email me direct with this info.
